DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and application—(1) These rules 
may be called the Tea Grading and Marketing 
Rules, 1996 ‘ 


[’W.tt. 1801l/3/95-T*r. II] 

(2) They shall apply to the tea derived from 
the plant of Camellia genus and its species. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date 
of their final publication in the Ofiicial Gazette. 

2. Definitions—In these rules, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires ; 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Government of India ; 

“(b) “Authorised packer" means a person 
or a body of persons who has been 
granted certificate of authorisation to 
grade and mark tea in accordanee with 
the provisions of these rules ; 

(c) “Schedule" means a Schedule appended 
to these rules ; 

(d) “Certificate of authorisation” means a 
certificate issued under the General 
Grading and Marketing Rules, 1988. 

3. Grade designation—The grade designations 
to indicate the quality of the tea shall be as set 
out in column 1 of Schedule-I. 

4. Definition of quality—Tlic quality indicated 
by .such grade de ignation shall be as set out 
each grade designation in columns 2 to 9 of 
Schedule-I.

5. The grade designation mark—The grade 
designation mark shall consist of—, 

(i) a label specifying name of the commo¬ 
dity, grade designation and bding a 
design consisting of an outline map of 
India with the word ‘ AGMARK" and 
figure of the rising sun and resembling 
the one as set out in Schedule-II, or 

(ii) “Agmark replica” consisting of a design 
incorporating the number of certificate 
of authorisation, the word “Agmark”, 
name of the commodity and grade desig¬ 
nation resembhng the one as set out 
in Schedule-in. 

Provided that the use of Agmark replica in 
lieu of Agmark labels shall be. allowed 
only to such authorised packers who 
have been giranted permission by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an 
officer authorised by him in this regard 
and subject to the conditions as pres¬ 
cribed under the General Grading and 
Marketing Rules, 1988. 

6. Method of packing—(1) Tda shall be pa¬ 
cked in such a manner so as to allow it to retain 
its freshness. 

(2) Tea shall be packed in pack-sizes of 25 
gms, 50 gins, 100 gms, 200 gms, 250 gmj, 500 
gms, 1 kg. and in multiples of 1 kilogram net 
weight. 

(3) Where the net weight is above 5 kilograms, 
tea shall be packed in sound and clean new cloth 
bags with polythene lining or wooden cases or 
chests constructed from strung plywood boards 
lined with aluminium foil of 0,25 mni 10 per 
cent thickness or tin containers or in such other 
manner as may be approved by Agricultural Mar¬ 
keting Adviser or any other officer authorised by 
him in this behalf as per rule 11 of the General 
Grading and Marketing Rules, 1988, 

(4) Where net weight is 5 kilograms or less, 
tea shall be packed in polythene bags or paper 
bags or .tin containers in such manner as may be 
approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
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as per rule 11 of the General Grading and Market¬ 
ing Rules, 1988. 

(5) In all cases, the container shall be free 
from any insect infestation, fungus attack, rodent 
contamination and also from any obnoxiops and 
undesirable smell. 

(6) The container shall be securely closed and 
suitably sealed. 

(7) Each package shall contain tea of the 
same grade designaiton only. 

7. Method of marking—fl) The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall be securely affixed to every 
package container in a manner approved by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorised by him in this behalf In accordance 
with rule 11 of the General Grading and Mark¬ 
ing Rules, 1988. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, 
tbe^ following particulars shall be clearly and 
indelibly marked on the label and/or on con¬ 
tainer ; 

(a) Name and address of packer ; 

(b) Place of packing ; 

(c) Serial number of the lot/batch ; 

(d) Net weight ; 

(e) Date of packing ; 

(f) Maximum retail price inclusive of all 
taxes ; 

(g) Grade. 

(3) An authorised packer may after obtaining 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Ad¬ 
viser or any officer authorised by him in this be¬ 
half in accordance with rule 11 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, njafik i hjs 
private mark or trade marks on the package/con- 
tainer provlided that thel saine do hot indicate 
quality or grade of tea other than indicated by 
the grade designation mark affixed to the graded 
package container in accordance with these rules.

(1) be the product derived exclusively from the leaves, buds and tender stems of plant of the Camellia genus 
and its species; 

(2) be brownish black or jet black in colour and free from blistered, stalky, grey leave.s hard stalks and fibre; 

(3) be free from impurities, any extraneous matter, mould, dead or live insects, rodent contamination added 
colouring and flavouring matters. 

(4) Produce a liquor having fresh, clean, pleasant, characteristics taste and flavour with fair colour briskness 
body and strength, free from taint. The infusion shall be neither brown dark not green in colour; 

(5) On sieving 50 gms, of tea in a Simon laboratory sifter on IS 500 micron sieve for two minutes not more 

than 4% of jnatcrial by weight shall pass through; 

('6) Comply with rule 57A, rule 65 and rule 57 of Preveution of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 and rules, 1955 
With respect of Aflatoxin insecticide residue and poisonsous metals respectively. 


*Shall not apply to tea commercially known as Kangra Valley Tea produced in Kangra Valley and its adjoining area, 
Mand: (H P.) Dehradun (U.P.) and Badaga (N Igiris) which has defined under the Kangra Tea Gradingand Marking

G.S.R. 544.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Department of Ocean Development (Senior Technical 
Assistant) Recruitment Rules, 1935, except as respects things 
done or omitted to be done before such supersession, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Senior Technical Assis¬ 
tant in the Department of Ocean Development, namely;-- 

1. Short title and commencement,—(1) These rules luay 
be called the Department of Ocean Development (Senior 
Technical Assistant) Recruitment Rules, 19'16. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classificalion and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qu.nlifica- 
tions.—^The method of recruitment, age limit, ounlifications 
and other matters relating to the said post shall be as speci¬ 
fied in columns 5 to 14 of the said .Schedule. 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living ; or 

(b) who, having .a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted maiiiage with any person, 

sliall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the. marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government Is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do so, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consul¬ 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall ahcct reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheiluled Castes, the Scheduled Tiibcs, ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.
